THE ARMY BILL.

Deca Diapatch to The Tribune. 
Wasnineton, D. C., Dec. 30.—Opposition to 
certain features of the Army bilidnacreases, al- 
though there are many provisions which meet 
with general apvroval. Its enlargement of 
military power at the cost of civil authority is 
exciting wide criticism, and the issues made by 
Gen. Sherman with Secretaries Rawiins and 
Belkoap are recalled to the prejudice of the new 
measure. The abridgment of the power of the 
President in the assigament of staff officers, 
making him dependent upon the favor of the 
General of the Army, meets with disfavor, and 
is likely to be stricken from the bill. Tue 
probabilities are that both the Senate aod the 
House, particularly the latter, will be slow to 
enlarge the powers ef the chief military com- 
mander 
INTIME OF PEACE

EXTRADITION, 


THE REPORT OF THE BRITISH ROYAL COMMIS- 
* SION. 
Prom Our Oum Correspondent. 

Wasaineton, D. C.. Dec. 27.—Among the im- 
portant papers published by Secretary Evarts 
with the diplomatic correspondence, this vear, is 
the report of the British Royal Commission on 
extradition, sent to the State Departinent by 
Minister Welsh last summer. Mr. Welsh re- 
marked, in hie letter of transmisston, that it 
gave him great pleasure 
recommend@ef®? substantially the policy in regard 
to extradition favored by our Department of 
State and by his predecessors in the English 
Mission. The Commission consisted of Lord 
Chief-Justicé Cockburn. Baron Selborne, Baron 
Blackburn, Recorder Russell Gurney, Sir Rich- 
ard Baggailay and Sir William Baliol Brett, 
Judges of the Court ef Appeal; Sir John Rose, 
Sir James Fitzjames Stephen, Sir William Ver- 
non Harcourt, William Torrens, McCullagh 
Torrens, and Alfred Heury Thesiger. 

The report opens by laying down the’ funda- 
mental proposition that— 

The extradition of fugitive criminals is founded 
on a twofold motive: 

1. That itis the common tntérest of mankind 
that offenses against person and property, offenses 
which militate against. the neral well-being of 
society, should be repressed by punishment, as 
the means of deterring others from committing, as 
well as of deterring the criminal himself from re- 
peating the offense, as also of disabling the offend- 
er. either permanently or temporarily, from fur- 
ther crime. 

2. That it is to the interest of the State into 
whose territory the criminal has come that he 
shal! not rethain at large therein, inasmuca as from 
his past conduct it may reasonabiy be anticipated 
that, if opportunity offers, he will again be guilty 
of crime. No State can desire that its territory 
should become a refuge for maletactors of otaer 
28 Itis obviously its interest to get rid of 

em. 

The Commission then goes on to say: 

On the first of these unds we may reason 
ably claim from ail civilized nations that they shall 
unite with us fa a system which is for the common 
oenefit of all; th other words, t they shall con- 
cede to us reciprocity in the matter of extraditiqn. 
But. looking to the stcond and narrower ground, 
it seems torus that, even if any State should fail 
to fall reciprocity, there is no principle 
which should make this country unwilling to sur- 
render. and 80 to get rid of, the fugitive subjects 
of other States who have been guilty of crime, and 
whose surreader iz asked fof. | 

We would, therefore, suggest that extradition 
treaties with other States. which appear ta be 
practically of use only for the purpose of insuring 
reciprocity, should no longer he held to be indis- 
pensavie, and that. while jhe power in the 
Crown of entering into extradition treaties with 
other nations, as now existing by statute, should 
still be retained, statutory power should be 
given to the proper authorities to deliver up 
fugitive criminals whose surrender is asked for, ir- 
respectively of the existence of ang treaty between 
this country and the State against whose law the 
Offense has been committed. It is as much to our 
advantage that such criminals should be punis ed, 
and that we should get rid of them, as it is to that 
of the foreign State that they should oe brought 
within the reach of its law. 

Inasmuch, however, as treaties may sometimes 
be necessary (by the laws or constitution of foreien 
States) to enable effect to be given to conditions on 
which the Government of this country may prop- 
erly insist, and as it might in other cases prove an 
obstacle to negotiations for treaties or extradition 
arrangements, into which the Government of this 
country migut think it desirable to enter, if tnis 
genera; statutory power were made appiicaole to 
all other countries, without the exercise of any op- 
tion or discretion, by the Crown, it may be expe- 
dient to provide thatthe act shall extend only to 
those foreign States to which it may from time to 
time by order in Ceuncil be declared toapply. It 
may be assyined that such order in Council would 
be made, whenever there was a treaty or other 
binding arrangement with a foreign State; and also 
whenever the British Government was satisfied 
that provision was sufficientiy made by the law of 
a foreign State for all the objects on which it 
might be deemed the duty or the policy of this 
country to insist, 

With reference t Loth the principles to which we 
have gdveried, it is obviously immaterial whether 
the fugitive criminal is a subject of the State de- 
manding his surrender, or a subject he country 
from which it is claimed. The matters not, how-

here, and in the meantime the fagitive has the op- 
portunity of escaping,

There is in the law relating to extradition, as it 
at present exiags, a defect, by which extradition is 
liable to be frpstrated, and to which, taerefore, 
we think it negeesary’té call attention.

OCEAN FREIGHT 3. 
To the Bdttor af The Trivyine.

not provide sufficic it tonnage, he dispatched an 
agent to Europe who secured the services of 
another weekly lme trom Philadelphia (four or 
five of which steamers have been loaded at 
Philadel hia for Liverpool and returned.) This 
„agent, who secu the second line of 
steamers, nas also secured the serv- 
ices of still another line to start 
from, Philadelphia March 1, which will give to 
ott’s road four large iron steamers ver 
for Europe, in addition to the vessels 
whith load at elevators dailv at Baltimore for 
rope. The steamers secured for the service 
all first-class iron steamers, and of an aver- 
ge capacity of more than 3,000 tons each. 
Philadelpbia has two large modern elevators 
at which the steamers receive and discharge 
their freight. Two vears ago Col, Scott’s road 
built an elevator at Baltimore of 500,000 +ush- 
cls capacity. This was soon found to be too 
small for the business, and they are now rapidly 
building a second elevator.of double the ca- 
pacity of the first one.

RESUMPTION TO-MORROW. 

The day fixed for resumption of specie | 
payments has been réached. To-morrow the | 
national paper money becomes equivalent in 
value to coin, because it will be exchange- 
able on demand for coin. Those who can 
remeniber the first issue of these notes in 
1862, and witnessed their decline in value as 
their number increased and the prospect for 
redemption was far away, have.reason to re- 
joiee in the recovery of the national credit 
and the return to real values. Nearly four 
years ago, Congress fixed the date for 
resumption, but, even of those who voted for 
the bill, many did so doubtfal whether such 
a result was possible within the time fixed, 
and others did so “knowing that Con- 
gress could, and expecting that it would, be 
compelled to postpone the date. No act 
providing for an immediate resumption 
could have passed Congress, and fixing 
the date at nearly four. ‘years’: distance 
provision. 
It prepared the public mind for the possi- 
bility of such an event; it made the snbjet . 
Yone for thoughtful popular consideration ; 
and eventually educated public sentiment to 
the point that if resumption were possible it 
| would be a wise thing to resume. 
| ‘Pwo theoties have always existed in this 

country as to the mode of resumption. Mr. 
Cu thought, and acted on the thotight, 
that the way to redeem the legai-tender 
paper was to retire it by funding it in bonds, 
and thus abandon the issue of paper money 
by the Government altogether. Mr. Surn- 
man has maintained, however, the possibil- 
ity of sustaining the par value of the green- 
backs, and therefore of redeeming them 
on demand and issuing em again. 
Present indications all point to the 
‘success of Secretary Suxurman’s expectations. 
It must, however, be remembered that an 
extraprdinary change has teken place in the 
commercial and productive inicrests of the 
country. Our foreign trade, even before the 
War, Was insignificant, compared to what it 
has become of late years. When the War 
closed, it left us with a debt so unprecedent- 
ed in this country that the possibility of 
paying it was strongly queMioned at home 
and abroad. Our credit was weak. Our 
enemies who had, anticipated the wreck of 
the Republic by war locked forward to the 
destruction of the National Union by the 
overwhelming load of national debt. Re- 
pudistion, however, never became a national 
sentiment. It was always opposed 
by the Republican party, and found ad- 
vocates only among those of the Democrats 
who argued that the people would be dis- 

honest if the opportunity offered. The Re- 
publican party, therefore, from first to last, 
never wavered in its purpose to maintain the 
national credit and to eventually pay the 
national debt. In 1870, following the Pub- 
lic-Credit act, Congress made the first step 
towards a substantial reduction of the Burden 
of the public debt by authorizing the Secre- 
tary of the Treasary to refund the outstand- 
ing bonds in bonds bearing a lower rate of 
interest, ‘ii: was preparatory, because 
such new bonds cold not then be negotiated. 

The panic follewed, exploding our violent 
system of speculation, and forcing a reduction 
of expenditure, public as well as individual.

for hoardipg,.it is not unréasonable to ex- 
pect that in a, very brief time greerbacks 
will be generally preferré@_ to the coin in 
large payments, and that the coin ‘itself 
will aud Its way back into the Treasury, to 
be exchanged there for negotiable certifi- 
cates. 

The success of resumption will bring 
among its other blessings an extinguishment 
of the many wild and lunatie schemes for 
making money cheap, aud plenty, and 
without value. The country has been 
deluged with quack nostrums, — cure-glls ” 
in the shape of monetary schemes, all of 
them seeking to make money without any 
money in it. The flat delusion will receive 
its quietus, and, though a generation has 
grown up since the time when coin was the

This summary 
of the case is correct as far as it goes, and it 
goes far enough to reveal Mr. Rastzr’s opin- 
ion about Loean’s course, notwithstanding 
the Staats-Zeitung adds that all this has no 
bearing upon the question who is best fitted 
in ability. and character to represent the 
State of Illinois in the United States Senate.” 
The Staats-Zeitung very properly concludes 
that such is the chief question forthe major- 
ity party in the Legislature to decide, and is 
evidently of the opinion it cannot reach a 
correct decision if bound down to any one 
man (unless, perhaps, that one man were 
Caries B. Fanwet).

in court. We have already described the» 


evasive and dilatory process of resisting the 
collection af a debt, even when it is in the 
plain shapé of a promissory note. Thé sug- 
gestion of an amendment in the. statutory 
pleadings is, that in all actions upoh promis- 
sory notes (and we think other simple cases 
of debt) the defendant shall be required to 


file with his plea an affidavit not merely to 


the effect that he has d good defense, but 
one setting forth in detail the facts upon 
which such defense ig based, and th® the 
Judge shall then decide whether or not such 
defense is sufficiént. If, in the judgment of 
thé Court, the defense is a gobd one, the 
case should be set for trial on its merits to 
establish .or disestablish ‘the truth of the 
defense set up; if not, then the plea should 
be stricken from the files and judgment 
rendered for the plaintiff. This mode of 
proceeding would undoubtedly dispose of a 
large proportion of the cases that drag their 
weary length through the courts with no 
other purpose than that of postpenjng the 
paymegt of a just debt, or ately de- 
frauding the creditor by enabling the debtor 
to pu’ his property out of reach, pending 
the Tong delay of reaching a final trial. 
Another great evilin our present system is 
the latitude of appeal from the police courts 
against judgments rendered for small sums. 
The mechanic, workman, or small trades- 
man who recovers judgment for a few dol- 
lars in a Justice court may be swindled out 
of his gue by an appeal, because it will cost 
him more to follow up his claim than it is 
worth. If the injury incident to this sys- 
tom can be conteracted without giving too 
much power to the Justices’ courta, which 
are not always infallible tribunals, such a 
change should also commend itself to the

By means of this indorsenfebt 
Amsbaugb got the good graces of a number of 
the commission houses of Chicago, and received 
advances from them, and subsequeptiy passed 
triplicate warehouse receipts amounting to 
$10,000. He wen proceeded to Müvaukee, 
where he procured $4,000 more by means of 
the forged receipts. These transactions. took 
place on the 3ist of October and ist of Novem- 
ber. Amebaugh then went West, but the 
victims of the swindle Heard vo more of 
him, and to recover some of their 
money they empiqved the Pinkerton detectives 
to bunt up the missing man.

The first of the series of symphony concerts 
projected by Mr. Ziegfeld, ‘President of the 
Musical College and prepared by Mr. Rosen- 
becker, was given last evening at MeCormick 
Hall to a very large and brilliar< audience that 
crowded the hall and evidently watched with 
no little interest this second attempt to estab- 
lish symphony concerts as permanent features 
of music in Chicago, and elps to our future 
musical progress. The ne reminded one of 
the old Philharmonic days when Bryan Hall 
used to be crowded and Balatka swang the 
batan, and if we may judge by the general char- 
acter of the performance and the enthusiasm of 
its reception by the audience, we are at last 
nearing the conditions where fate and the Great 
Fire interrupted our progress.

The 
number was in keeping with the dignified char- 
acter of the programme, and was given in that 
large and artistic method ot phrasing and with 
the intelligent expression of sentiment which al- 
ways characterizes this excellcut artist. 

The third number introduced Wilhelmi, who 
was received with the warmest enthusiasm, and 
who, thanks to the management, appeared for 
the first time in thig city in bis proper place—in 
front of an orchestra, His number was the 
“Andante” and “Allegro. trionfale” move- 
ments of the concerto, op. 161, written 
for bim by Raff. We have on 
two or three previous occasions 
so fully expressed our impressions of, this-great 
artist's playing that it is hardly necessary to 
repeat them now, or to add anything except 
that he even emphasized his former success, 
and appeared even grander and more dignified 
than ever. The Andante”? movement of the 
concerto is smoothiy-flowing and sentimental 
in character and afforded an adfnirabie, 
opportunity fog this artist's delightful cantabile 

aying, while in the Allegro, which is in 
march tempo, alternately enunciated by the 
solo violin and orchestra, and elaborately em- 
bellished for the former, he displayed his 
superb techuique and his easy mastery of din 
culties. The orchestra played his accompani- 
ments in good style,. especially so considering that 
it had but a single opportunity to rehearse with 
him.

The most fas- 
tidious' stomach will hardiy murmur 
about the seduction of Uiwa, for it 
involves no wickedness on ber. part, and turps 
out to be no real seduction at-all. while the 
scapegrace Squire is found to be after all but a 
reckless, easy-going fellow, whose escapades are 
not sufficiently heartless to create that intensity 
of hatred demanded by the average theatre- 
goer. Moreover, one can see from the 
first how evervthing is going to 
turn out, because the playwright kindly fur- 
nishes the key to the plot at the start by in- 
forming the audience who Burchill is, and thus 
deprives them of the pleasure of suspeuse. 
There is only one situation that can be said to 
approach to anything lke intensity of action, 
and that is in the third act, when Olivia 
discovers the perfidy of her lover, Msis Daven- 
port here found the only opportunity to kindle 
into dramatic fame, and for a moment she en- 
listed tne sympathy of the house with the lovely 
woman who stooped to folly.

Burchill steps in, and delivers a lecture to the 
gay and erring young Squire, and all the awa- 
kened interest of the spectator siowly oozes 
out.

That the City 
Comptroller be, and is hereoy. authorized to can 
ce! or cause to be canceled the tax-sale certifleates, 
issued fur excess only of 1873 and 1874 city taxes, 
and which certificates were purchased by J. N. 
Clark on bebaif of the City of Chicago. in accord- 
apes 8 tae ordinance of the City Council passed 

ug. 15, “ : 

Secs 2. The certificates iexned as aforesaid. and 
which include ces and total delinquent taxes, 
shall only, upon the payment of the amount due on 
the delingnent taxes therein shown, be canceled 
as afotesaid.
